1. IRANIAN COUNSELLOR BAYANDOR AGAIN CONFIRMED TO MISOFF 
NOV 14 THAT IRAN WOULD VOTE IN FAVOR OF FRIENDLY RES. 

HE SAID, HOWEVER, THAT HIS MISSION STILL HAD NO INSTRUCTIONS 
ON HOSTILE RES. HE AGAIN CAUTIONED IT MIGHT BE DIFFICULT 
FOR IRAN TO VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES BECAUSE IT HAS 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH NORTH KOREA. MISOFF NOTED THAT 
AUSTRALIA AND COSTA RICA, WHICH ALSO HAVE RECOGNIZED 
NORTH KOREA, WOULD DEFINITELY VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES. 
BAYANDOR SEEMED PARTICULARLY IMPRESSED BY NEWS OF AUSTRALIAN 
VOTE AND SAID HE WOULD REPORT THIS TO TEHRAN. 

2. COMMENT: WHILE JAPANESE WILL BE FOLLOWING UP BOTH IN 
NEW YORK AND IN CAPITAL ON IRANIAN HOSTILE RES VOTE, 

WE SUGGEST, IF DEPT HAS NO OBJECTIONS, THAT EMBASSY TEHRAN 
INDICATE TO IRANIAN FOREIGN MINISTRY OUR HOPE THAT THEY 
CAN VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES. ADDITIONAL ARGUMENT THAT 
MIGHT BE HELPFUL IN TALKING WITH IRANIANS IS THAT PROSPECT 
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KOREANS TO LOOK MORE FAVORABLY ON COMPROMISE.
